The long, tedious trial of Richard S. 


Heath, charged with the murder of 
Louis li. McWhirter, August 29,1892, 
was closed yesterday and given to the 
jury. 


It is a remarkable case, the various 


features of which partake more of the 
figments of an imaginative brain than a 
bona fUle case in Court, and therefore 
it haB attracted much attention aside 
from the heinous character of the aseas- 
inalion out of which it arises. 


W. W. Footc finished his address at 


an early hour yesterday morning and 
Grove L. Johnson followed in a masterly 
speech of over five hours. Mr. Johnson 
spoke with more than usual rapidity 
and made a clear analysis of the evi- 
dence of the prosecution and presented 
it with great force and effect.

Action ol this kind would in- 
deed given Spanish growers the long 
sought opportunity, as it would once 
attain raise tbe gates of trade in this 
country for closer competition. If Cali- 
fornia growers are now struggling to 
keep their beads above water and to 
esc-ape complete ruin, what will be their 
condition should congress look favora- 
bly upon the proposition to lower the 
protection by GO per cent? The coat of 
raising and preparing the fruit for mar- 
ket is much less in Hpain than in this 
country, arid in addition to this Spanish 
growers have the advantage of the low 
prevailing steamer ratee of freight as 
against the heavy rail charges with 
which California growers are obliged to 
contend in marketing their crop. As 
we remark above, California has reached 
the point in growth where a foreign out- 
let is really neceswy for the continu- 
ance of the industry upon a profitable 
basis; but where is the market or coun- 
try that will consent to relieve us of the 
present or prospective surplus? 
The 


tastes of the people of our own country 
have been successfully overcome, hut 
efforts put forth in the English markets 
to introduce the fruit have fallen flat. 
AH England is the chief consumer of 
raifl'mfl outside of America, it is there 
naturally that our producers should 
turn for relief when the surplus which 
now threatens Itecomes a fact. 


The United States last year imported 


14,399,f»68 pounds of Valencia raisins-, 
and about 2,000,000 pounds of Malagas, 
which, added lo the total output of Cali- 
fornia, would make a total of over 99,000,- 
000 jpounds of raisina consumed in this 
country. In view of these figures and 
the condition of affairs Bet forth by the 
New York paper, is not the proposition 
to lower the duty on Spanish raieiiis 
more than one-half utterly without ex- 
cuse or palliation? 
No attempt has 


been made to give any reason for such 
action other than the interests of the 
foreign producers 
It is a cruel and un- 


necessary blow to a domestic industry, 
which within a period of five years has 
lowered the cost of raisins to the con- 
sumers of this country not less than 50 
jicr cent. 


The records show that the Spanish 


growers enjoy n practical monopoly of 
the English market, the largcfit in (he 
world, and that the California growers 
arc unable to ^-ain a foothold in compe- 
tition with them there. In view ol all 
those facto, to give the foreigner*! in- 
cmaited advantages in our own market 
is infamouB. The opporite courec is de- 
manded by every consideration of com- 
mon 0onec, justice ttttd patriotism.
